GEEMAX PEACE OFFER FUTILE. 


If Berlin thinks that the world outside is wait- 


ing with any concern or degree of hope for Herr 
von Bethmann-Hollweg's next pronouncement of 
-peace terms, it is sadly mistaken. Berlin was never 
in a position 10 dictate peace terms. It is not now, 
and never will be. Any moveoien* toward peace 
coming from the Wilhelmstrasse possible of being 
seriously considered must be in the form of a re- 
quest for peace conditions, and not as an offer oJ 
terms. The present government of Germany is.in- 
capable of offering acceptable peace terms. 


.A peace settlement must, among many other im- 


portant provisions, involve the elimination of Turk- 
ish" sovereignty from Europe, the restoration of the 
nations of Montenegro, Serbia and Rumania, and 
the complete withdrawal of German influence and 
elowination from the Balkan countries. This will 
««;sii the shattering of the Pan-German dream of a 
great state reaching from the Xorth Sea to the 
Persian Gulf, with one great center at Hamburg 
knfl another at Bagdad. Bagdad already has fallen! 


' A. With this severicg of the Pan-German state is 
Involved also another grandiose scheme of kaiser- 
<lom. Eighteen years ago the German ruler went 
to Bagdad and declared himself the defender of the 
Mohammedan faith. Then the Turkish politicians 
began to talk of "Pan-Islamism," a movement which 
•was synchronous with the rise of the Young Turks 
_to power. It was the leading policy of the_-Toung 


•"V 


"policy'1; m reaJity it was a romanticism of Ger- 
man culture.* At -the conclusion of peace self- 
government for the Armenians, Arabs and Jews 
.will be provided for. The Arabs have already, with 
British assistance, established an independent king- 
•'dom under the leadership of the "caliph at Mecca. 
This Mohammedan papacy on the Persian Gulf sets 
up a definite limit to Pan-Germanism, if nothing 
else intervenes. But the Armenian question, Ger- 
many may be assured, will be settled only upon the 
basis of independence for this long-oppressed peo- 
ple. 
Palestine, if present plans mature, will be- 


come an independent Jewish state, making a still 
further breach in the power of the sultanate of 
Constantinople. . 
'These prospects, which are already clearly out- 


lined before the eyes of the Mohammedans of Con- 
stantinople, are indeed discouraging, and it cannot 
be long before the Young Turks are convinced that 
they also have been duped by Teutonic expansion- 
ists. But they can do no better than persist in their 
weariness, because no encouragement can be offered 
them by the Germans, nor will be permitted them 
by the entente governments. 


Thus Herr von Berhmann-Hollweg is powerless 


to offer any peace terms that will receive serious 
consideration at present. He has not the hardihood 
to so expose the weakness of his own country, and 
he cannot represent Ms allies in offering conces- 
sions which their enemies certainly will exact. So 
the question of peace must be relegated to last place 
until the governments of the central powers ask 
what conditions will be offered them. The day has 
eternally passed when they can offer. 


- 
JAPAN APPROVES. 


Associated Press correspondence from J apan just 


received gives in detail the impressions in that 
country resulting from the American declaratiou 
of war. There seems to have been complete unanim- 
ity of opinion regarding the justness and the in- 
evitability of America's course. The only point on 
which-opinion is divided is the form which active 
participation will take. This point does sot Spe- 
cially distinguish Japanese public opinion; it has 
been debated at some length among the American 
public. 


The Tamato of Tokyo reflects the temper of prac- 


tically all newspaper comment on our entrance into 
the conflict in the following: 


"It is a sublime expression of the greatness of the 


American character. There is no need to dwell on 
the great blow that has been dealt the militarist 
and bureaucratic government of Germany. With 
the participation of America the war has become 
a world war for liberalism, democracy and civiliza- 
tion." 


Another Tokyo journal, the Eochi, dwells at 


some length upon the fact that the United States 
will now have an important voice in the peace 
conference. Yet none of the papers seem to fear 
that the United States will exert an undesirable 
influence in the peace settlement. 


Thus the .welcome accorded the United States on 


the other side of the Pacific, so far as the informa- 
tion available indicates, is sincerely cordial and 
free of reservations. While the entrance of Japan 
into the war was justified exclusively upon her 
treaty obligation with Great Britain, she has given 
material aid for the entente cause outside the spe- 
cial area in which she was supposed exclusively to 
exert her efforts. Japan has done more than merely 
to dispossess Germany of her Far Eastern, holdings 
and to. police the Asiatitc Pacific with reference to 
keeping those waters free of enemy craft. She has 
furnished bountiful supplies of materials and money 
to the allies, particularly to Russia. And, owing to 
the disappearance of all pro-German sentiment as 
a result of the infamous Zimmermann plot, pros- 
pects have grown much brighter for Japan extend- 
ing the area and volume of her contribution.

pendence from whence the declaration 
of liberty and freedom was first pro- 
liailileu, I jji\K >uu Ule glcftting Of the 
French army. The soldiers of France 
wll be gratified when I show them 
your precious gift. They already are 
overjoyed at being- united in a com- 
mon cause with the soldiers of the 
United States." 


M. Viviani expressed his thanks to 


the city for the welcome. 
"It has never been the good for- 
tune of Frenchmen to perform a more 
pleasant *nission than this one to 
America, ne said. "It is an honor to 
be received in this temple of Inde- 
pendence, 
where 
the 
doctrine of 
human rights and liberty was first 
proclaimed to all the world." 


LIBERTY BELL SALUTED. 


Before leaving Philadelphia, Mar- 
shal Joffre and M. Viviani kissed the 
historical liberty bell which first pealed 
forth to the world the challenge of 
democracy. 
The marshal was much 


interested in all relics of the revolu- 
tion.
